Nevertheless, if the 
government and the Kurds have agreed to share the administration of Iraq's 
major oil city, Kirkuk, this would be a significant accomplishment. Now is 
the best time for the Kurds to reach an agreement for Kurdish autonomy while 
Baghdad is hard pressed fighting Iran. The negotiations have allowed Iraq to 
move troops from the north to the southern front. ^ 25X1 
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
